The Voluntary Medical Insur-,as a margin for contingencies, 


ance premium older people pay 
for doctor bill insurance under 
Medicare will go up by 30 cents 
per month, beginning next July 
1, Health, Education and Welfare 
Seeretary Eliot L, Richardson, 
announced. 

The new premium rate will be 
$5.60 per month, up from the cur- 
rent $5.30. ‘The inerease,’’ Sec- 
retary Richardson noted, 
“amounts to only six percent 
compared to a rate increase of 
32 per cent made last year when 
the premium was raised by $1.30 
fom $4 to $5.30, 

“Last year’s increase was 
about double the amount that 
would have otherwise been re- 
quired,” he said, “because the 
rate in the previous year had 
been kept at $4, an amount inad- 
equate to finance the program, 
It was necessary, therefore, to in 
effect make two increass at the 
same time. Further, because the 
inadequate rate had depleted the 
trust fund; it was necessary, last 
year, to provide also for a ‘higher 


margin for contingencies than is} 


the case this year. 

“Last. year,’ Secretary Rich- 
ardson said, ‘24 cents (including 
two cents in interest earnings) 
was planned as a margin for con- 
tingencies.. A variety of admin- 
istrative actions have helped to 
hold down the cost of the pro- 
gram in this past year,” he said, 
“and it has not. been necessary 
to use any of the planned contin- 
gency. In fact, it is now esti- 
mated that the margin over ex- 
penditures will turn out to be 26 
cents rather than 24 cents.” 

“This is the first time since 


the Medicare program started,” | 


he said, “that the program costs 
for the supplementary medical 
insurance program have been be- 
llow the estimates.’’ 

With the resulting growth in 
the trust fund, this year’s premr 
ium ate can be safely set at a 
level that allows only six cents 


The 30 cents increase is the net 
result of three items that are es- 
timated to increase costs by 50 
cents in fiscal year 1972 and then 
a reduction of 20 cents arising 
primarily because of the reduced 
margin for contingencies, The 
items which make up the 50 cents 
increase are as follows: 

Thirty-one cents to cover an es- 
timated increase of 6.7 percent 
in the level of physicians’ fees 
recognized by the program in 
fiscal year 1972. 

Ten cents to cover an estimated 
inerease of two percent in the 
use of physicians’ services, 

Nine cents to cover the esti- 
mated. increase of 15 percent in 
cost and utilization of institution- 
al services covered by the pyo- 
gram. (For example; for hospit- 
al outpatient and independent 
clinie services). 

The Medical Insurance Pro- 
gram supplements the basic hos- 
pital insurance part of Medicare 
by ‘helping to pay doctor bills 
and a wide variety of other med- 
ical expenses in and out of the 
hospital, About 19.5 million peo- 
ple, 65 and over, are enrolled for 
this supplementary protection. 

The premium paid by people, 
65 and older, who are enrolled 
cover half the cost of their pro- 
tection. The other half comes 
out of general federal revenues. 
The Medicare law provids for an 
annual review of the costs of the 
Medical insurance program and 
for the announcement of any 


necessary adustment in the pre-} 


mium rate by Jan. 1. The law 
requires that the premium rate 
be set at a point estimated to be 


sufficient to cover all expenses | 


incurrd during each premium > 
period with an allowance for 
contingencies.
